His three -.vear-<dd 
colt I-ancelot raced well, but Clermont, supposed to be better than Lam-clot, had singularly bad luck to 
run second in six of his ten races without winning, (bean Sweep did not race to her early promise and 
only took one race, but his two-year-old Orlova ran well enough on several occasions as to suggest tiie 
making of a good three-year-old till.v. In all. the record of his stable was;

LE.NINGTON, Ky., January 20.— Edward B. Ale- 
Lean’s famous race horse and sire, Colin, fourteen 
of his thoroughbred mares and four .yearlings b.v 
Colin, will be shipiied from here tomorrow to Bel- 
mont Plantation. Mr. McLean’s farm near Ia»es- 
burg. A'a. Tlie shipment is being made under an 
agreement lietween Senator Joseph AA’. Bailey, 
under whose supervision the horses have been at j 
Hinata Farm, near I-s*xington. for tiie past .vear. 

John F. Schorr, who is here to liKik after the 
shipment, stated toda.v that tin- transfer from Ken- 
tucky to A’irginia is In-ing made for t.he sob- reason 
that Airs. McLean desirt-s to have the horses where 
she can see them freiiueiitly. 

The mares are Bleachers. Aleltiiig Aloments. Di- 
nah Do. tiarden of -Allah, In the Sun. Ruby Hymes, 
Boi-atelle. Trompeuse, .Alderla-rry, .Storm Nymph, 
The Alinx. Kathleen. S'.i.vness and L'.Aiglette. The 
yearlings, all b.v Colin, are a chestnut colt, dam 
L’.Aiglette; cliestnut filly, dam Garden of -Allah: 
blai'k fill.v, dam Dinah Do. and black fill.v. dam 
Aliss Kingston. Senator Bailey will keep Swan 
Song and Garden of -Allah here. 

Hinata Farm is owned by Clarence I>i Bus, but 
Senator Bailey has it under lease for a term of 
.vears, .Now that the Alcla-an horses are going 

to A'irginia he has let Henry AA'illiams, his farm 
manager, know that the lease is for saie and that 
if it is sold the trotting mares he has at Hinata 
will be tninsferred to the farm Senator Bailey 
laiught last fall from Air. AlcCormack, it lieing 
eighty-five acres of the Haggin estate. In Hinata 
Farm there are over 3(Xt acres.

"I came 
out.” said he, “to arrange for stallion service 
for the six mares 1 have at John S. Barln-e’s Glen 
Helen .Stud and to attend the sale of the John E. 
Aladden mares and .vearlings. I have not decideil 
as yet to which stallions I shall send the mares.” 

Bill.v Garth and his sons l>.wis and AA’oods came 
in from A’irginia this morning, and as soon as they 
had luncheon went out to Tom Piatt’s farm to see 
Theo.

The pre-vious rc-cord was Dl.ixa) 
giiin-as paid for Sc*-ptrc-. at which she eventually 
provc-d a bargain of the first water, in view of 
the fac-t that she- won $203,908 in racing and was 
sold for .'?12."i.(tlN) by her pluck.v first buyer. AA’hether 
the- Blue Tit c-olt is to rival her fame or prove* one 
of the costly failures so frc-qiiently in the records 
is a problem in the hands of time-. He is a grand 
iipiK-aring young horse, as fashionably bred as any 
in the worlil, and his une-xu-ndi-d la-digre-e- is as 
follows: 
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The career of the gray colt by The Tetrarch — 
Lisina, by Persimmon, will la- followed with inti- 
mate e-once-rn in this e-ouutr.v., feir the reason that 
Lisma is also the dam of Omar Kha.v.vam, whose- 
fame In racing is all our own. If this colt proves 
to lie as giMxl as or even better than Omar Khayyam 
was when in the meridian of his form as a th'ree- 
year-ohl he should make a decided stir in Eng- 
land's racing to come. He sold for over $40.<KHI. 
His sire. The Tetrarch, was an undefeated wonder 
in racing and is England’s iiremie-r sire of the- 
day.
